On the 5th of February the Senate passed a joint resolu- 
tion requesting the President to invite the Government and 
people of France to unite with us in observing the centen- 
nial anniversary of the surrender of Cornwallis at York- 
town. Senator Hoar, of Massachusetts, said: ‘‘I move to 
insert after the words ‘ people of France,’ in the fourth line 
of the joint resolution, the words, ‘and the family of Gen. 
La Fayette.’ I do not include by name the descendants of 
the other distinguished French officers who were in that 
action, because they were here as French officers; they 
were under the command of their sovereign, at the head of 
French troops or French vessels, in the performance of 
their duty in a war which France was waging against Great 
Britain, and however distinguished their services, or how- 
ever entitled they may be to the gratitude of the American 
people, {that, gratitnde is exhibited to them when it is exhi- 
bited to the French nation, of which they were the represen- 
tatives. But La Fayette came over before the consent of 
the sovereign of France was obtained ; he came as a volun- 
teer in our service, animated by love of liberty, by his regard 
for the American people. He was an American general, not 
a French general, during a great part of the revolution, and 
his high rank, his great ability, his great public virtue ren- 
der his case an exceptional one as compared with all the 
other foreigners who came either as volunteers in our Army 
or for any other purpose during the revolutionary war. I 
believe that the monument ordered by the Continental Con- 
gress after the close of the war to General La Fayette has 
never been built ; if I am not mistaken no measures have yet 
been taken towards its construction. Very early after the 
inauguration of the present Constitution attention was 
called to the failure to carry out that vote, and it was 
answered by an economical member that the vote was itself 
& monument. That is all the monument so far that has 
been erected. I hope that the country will at least mani- 
fest its gratitude to La Fayette by extending to his descend- 
ants this special invitation in commemoration of his great 
services.” The resolution was amended accordingly and an 
appropriation of $20,000 added to it to cover the expenses of 
entertainment. 

Guy V. Henry comes up to the head of the Cavalry Cap- 

tains by the promotion of John Mix to a majority. No man 
better deserves promotion than Gen. Henry, and we hope he 
may soon get it. He has been a Captain for nearly fifteen 
years.

Hodgdon, of New York, and Mrs. Harriet Stirling, while 
they wereseated at supper in the dining-room cf the latter, 
at No. 143 McOulloh street. Capt. E. R. Ames, only son of 
the.late Bishop E. R. Ames, was arrested charged with the 
shooting. Footsteps were heard approaching the dining- 
room. The door was thrown open by Capt. Ames, who, on 
the instant, it is claimed by Mr. Hodgdon, levelled a large re- 
volver at him and fired. The ball missed its mark. Mrs. 
Stirling and Mr. Hodgdon started to their feet, the former 
with a loud scream, when a second shot was fired, without 
effect, but at which of the two is not known. Mr. Hodgdon 
sprang on Captain Ames, and in the struggle a third shot 
was fired, without, however, inflicting any damage. Mr. T. 
Lanahan, who was passing at the time, was called in by Miss 
Stirling, and, arming himself with a poker, went to the as- 
sistance of Mr. Hodgdon. The struggle for the possession 
of the pistol was a short one, and it was soon secured by Mr. 
Hodgdon. When in the embrace ef Mr. Hodgdon a demand 
was made on Capt. Ames for the pistol, but he said he would 
only surrender it to some one authorized to receive it. After 
obtaining the pistol there was a further struggle between 
Capt. Ames and Mr. Hodgdon in the passage, im which a 
large glass door was smashed. Sergeant Flannery and offi- 
cers McFrederick and Bursch were soon on the spot, and 
Capt. Ames, accompanied by Mr. Hodgdon and Mr. Lanahan, 
was taken through tue crowd that had collected to the north- 
western police station. Atthe station Capt. Ames declined 
to say anything beyond giving his name. It was stated that 
he was just recovering from a spell of severe sickness. Capt. 
Ames is a son of the late Bishop Ames. No reason is as- 
signed for the deed other than that, for some time past 
Capt. Ames has been suffering with temporary aberration of 
the mind, caused by a sunstroke which he received last sum- 
mer in the Army, and on account of the illness attending the 
shock he was honorably discharged from the service. With 
the consent of the Stute’s attorney of Baltimore, Capt. 
Ames has been sent to a private asylum for the insane, where 
he will remain until his sanity or insanity, as the case may 
be, has been established by a competent Court. The phy- 
sician who has been attending Capt. Ames for the past two 
years claims that he is a victim of melancholia and nervous 
exaltation, and that he should have been sent to an insane 
asylum months ago. The fact that he was disinherited by 
his father, Bishop Ames, is also alleged as a cause for the 
loss of his reason. We presume the Capt. Ames referred to 
is Edwin R. Ames, who resigned his commissivun as Captain in 
the 6th Infantry, April 20th, 1877.

tery, as well as by all the yachts which were lying at anchor 
in Cowes Roads, after which the Castle guns were also fired.

Our transatlantic friends, in avoiding our 
blunders of placing ports four and five feet from the water, 
have got into the contrary extreme, and placed the ports of 
the Kensington eleven feet above the water line. To coun- 
terbalance this, they have stowed her with, we believe, nearly 

300 tons of ballast. Had her ports been judiciously placed, 

she might have carried with ease, thirty-two pounders; even 

as it is, we fear some of our small line-of-battle-ships would 
stand but a poor chance with her, when blowing hard, as it 
is notorious that they cannot open their lower deck ports on 
such an occasion, the contest would therefore be between 
their eighteen-pounders and the Kensington’s twenty-pound- 
ers. Wedo hope for the time, when a board may be specially 
appointed for the construction and superintendence of the 
equipment of our Navy.

Tae Nashville American reports that a woman named 
Jennie Robertson, but more familiarly known as ‘‘ Soldier 
Charlie,” who died at the Medical College hospital recently 
at the ago of thirty-five years, was born in Indiana, and 
just previous to the war fell in love with a man named 
Robertson, who betrayed her. She then donned men’s 
clothes in order to follow up her lover, who had joined the 
Federal Army. Enlisted in the Regular Army at Chicago 
without being detected, and came in full soldier uniform 
with musket on her shoulder in the Regular Army at the 
Confederate evacuation of Nashville. She lived in the camp 
for four months before it was discovered that she was a 
woman, and upon being detected was dismissed from the 
Service. She retained her uniform, however, and when an 
opportunity offered she again enlisted and was assigned to a 
position in the quartermaster’s service. Here she served 
until she disovered Robertson, who married her, and after- 
wards left Nashville with the Army, leaving her in charge of 
her team. She was again detected and thrown out of the 
Service, but heard nothing more from her husband. At the 
close of the war, being without money or friends to protect 
her, she led the life of a cast-away, and continued to lead 
that life until her death. 

An officer of the Navy sends us an interesting extract from 
the London Telegraph describing the rercue of a crew of a 
wreck in mid-ocean during a tremendous swell by the seamen 
of the steamer Parthia.

He is constituted a class of one, and says his little lesson 
out of the catechsim regularly twice a week to his captain, 
who, perhaps, knows no more, perhaps less, than his scholar. 
There is no progress, no life, no inspiration. He makes 
spasmodic efforts for improvement, but, alas! they become 
less and less frequent, and he finally finds himself drifting 
in the currents. Nov’, what is wanted for the Army is a 
school of war, where the art as well as the science can be 
taught. A good site, selected with great care, possessing 
strategical and tactical advantages, experimental firlng 
ground for all kiuds of ordnance, drill grounds, wood, water, 
hills and plains, should be chosen. At this point concentrate 
say two regiments of infantry, one of cavalry,one of artillery, 
including the five light batteries, and one of two companies 
of engineers, assign the most competent officer to command, 
and give him able assistants. Let the course be for two 
years. Locate here the Military Service Institution, and make 
it a living reality. Establish courses of lectures on juris- 
prudence, law, physiology, surgery—on professional and 
scientific subjects. Give out campaign and other problems 


Require 
essays on military topics, which are to be read by the author, 
and then subject to open criticism and discussion.

A New York paper says: “Applicants for enlistment in 
the U. 8. cavalry at the recruiting station in Hudson street 
are fewer now than during any winter for ten years past. 
The authorities are very anxious to get cavalrymen, as there 
are not enough in the Army now to fill the ranks. Sergeant 
F. Z. Aber said yesterday: ‘I often wonder why more men 
don’t apply. I do not believe that the advantages of a posi- 
tion in the United States cavalry are fully appreciated. 
When a man enlists he is given all his wearing apparel, 
board, lodging, and, in fact, everything he really needs for a 
comfortable existence. Besides this, he has the opportunity 
of making a great deal of money outside of his stipulated 
pay of $13a month. There is a great demand for tailors in 
the Army, and it is safe to say that any tailor who enlists 
now is sure uf $100 a month besidee his regular pay. There 
was Joe Weeker at Fort Hamilton, who has made $20,000 
since he has been in the Army besides educating his two sons 
in Germany. You see, all of the officers have their uniforms 
made to order, and that alone brings a large revenue into the 
tailor’s hands. Then shoemakers make money, too. Very 
few men can wear the Government shoes. Then we have a 
number of clerkships for business men, so that a five years’ 
enlistment with an advance of $1 a month after the first two 
years isn’t to be despised.’ The number of men who have 
been accepted this year is only seventeen. The qualifications 
are that they shall be unmarried, between 5 feet 5 and 5 feet 
10 inches in height, weigh not less than 120 pounds nor more 
than 155, and be temperate in their habits.” The Sergeant 
evidently believes in showing the bright side of Army life to 
all likely lads. Although his statemeute in regard to military 
tradesmen may be put in glowing colors, they are not with- 
out a solid foundation of truth.”

5, 1879, from which pcst he was promoted into the Quarter- 
master’s Department. Captain McCauley when nominated 
was stationed with his regiment at Fort Fred. Steele, 
Wyoming Territory. He is an officer of exceptional ability 
in the direction of exploration and scientific research. He 
is a fine, free-hand artist, sketching for the New York illus- 
trated papers during the last Indian campaign with the Utes, 
and has been detailed on several scientific explorations.

The deceased, who was of Swiss nativity, has oc- 
cupied, for several years, the position of translator and has 
been quite a prominent man. His constant attention to his 
duties brought on {pulmonary apoplexy, of which disease he 
died. A severe fall he received some time ago, doubtless 
hastened his demise. Professor Matile was the father of 
Lieut. Leon A. Matile, of the 11th Infantry, who has recently 
been relieved from Recruiting Service in Washington, 
and ordered to join his regiment.

THE WHITTAKER COURT-MARTIAL. 


On Friday, Feb. 4, Cadet Hodgson concluded his 
evidence, and then General Schofield gave his testimony 
to the court. His direct evidence was substantially the 
same as at the former inquiry at West Point. Gov. 
Chamberlain cross-examined him, dwelling particularly 
on General Schofield’s impressions with regard to Cadet 
Whittaker’s guilt or innocence. General Schofield said 
that at first he was impressed with his innocence, but 
afterwards reflected on his prompt demand for a Court- 
martial without a suggestion from any one. 

Q. Don’t you think that such a demand was an indication 
of innocence? A. In the case of a young boy I do not think 
it was vatural ; I think it indicated an expectation of support 
from outside. 

Q. From whom? A. From the originators of the whole 
scheme, 

Q. You think it was originated by outsiders who had no 
hand in the affair itself? A. I have never ceased to suppose 
that; I have always thought it more likely that Whittaker did 
not originate it than that he did. 

The cross-examination was then directed to General 
Order 14, issued by General Schofield. 

On Monday, Feb. 7, the cross-examination was con- 
ti nued. 

Colonel Merrill—Is not the one offence against morals most 
reprobated among cadets that of lying? A. It is the one that 
a cadet would allow his fellows to know of last of all. 

General Miles—With reference to your suspicion as to out- 
side connivance at this outrage, has it any basis in fact, or in 
your own imagination only? A. It arises, perhaps, as much 
from an analysis of all the circumstances and a question of 
motive as from any of the facts which, combined, led me to 
entertain this idea, which I have never ceased to believe. 

Colonel Morrow—What were the facts that changed your 
mind with referencs to Whittaker’s innocence? A. The 
change began, I think, without any additional facts ; the first 
impression of innocence was very strong, arising partly, with- 
out doubt, from the universal habit at West Point of accept- 
ing the frank statement of a cadet as true; the change oc- 
curred when I endeavored to reconcile his innocence with all 
the facts as I knew them. 

Major Alexander Piper, 4th U. S. Artillery, stationed 
at West Point, was next sworn. He was the ‘officer 
in charge” at the time of the alleged outrage. His di- 
rect evidence was substantially as given at the former 
inquiry. 

On Tuesday, Feb. 8, General Schofield made a 

further explanation. Major Piper was then cross- 
examined. 
By the Court—Did you notice whether the bands on Whit- 
taker’s feet and wrists were tightly drawn? A. There was 
some difficulty in slipping the knife under the bands on the 
feet ; but it arose, I think, from the weight of the feet as 
they hung. 

‘0 Colonel Morrow the witness gave the substance of the 
story Whittaker told him of the outrage at the very first. 
Major Frank asked whether the weight of the bedstead was 
such that he could have turned it upon its side and rested his 
feet on the floor, The witness thought not. To Major Sum- 
ner’s question as to whether Whittaker could have tied him- 
self to the bed and then got on the floor he said, ‘I do not 
think that I could have done that.” (Laughter.) 


Asst. Surgeon Henry Lippincott, who was on duty at 
West Point, on April 6, was next called, and said he 
had been directed to examine Whittaker at the cadet 
hospital in the afternoon of that day. His testimony 
was substantially what was given at West Point. Col. 
Morrow, Major Merrill, and other members of the court 
took part in the examination. 

The evidence of Cadet Ostheim, who affirmed instead 
of swearing, was very brief, and was confined to what he 
saw when he ,went, among the first, into Whittaker’s 


room. 

On Wednesday, February 9, Cadet Ostheim’s ex- 
amination was continued. He said that he did not per- 
sonally know Cadet Whittaker, and, in a measure, 
avoided knowing him, except officially. 

Q. Did you know anything against him? A. No, except 
possibly his color or race ; but he was in a higher class than 
mine, and any offer of intercourse would have naturally come 
from him ; he made none; I do not know how it would 
have been received at the time, leh 

Colonel Morrow—What was Whittaker’s social standing? 
A. I know only as to myself; it was only my individual ac- 
tion, uninfluenced by any one else. pers 

Q. If you had gone into the room of a white scadet and 
found him tied by the feet to the bedstead, the pillow 
smeared with blood, a club in his room having marks of 
blood upon it, the walls smeared with blood and all the evi- 

dences around of great violence having been used, would you 
not have gone to his relief? A. I would. 

Captain Craig said : *‘I object!” Gen. Miles asked upon 
what grounds, and Capt. Craig replied that the question was 
immaterial and irrelevaut. A vote was taken and the question 
was allowed. s ; 

The witness—-I would have gone to his relief, but I donot

A despatch from Port Townsend, Washington Territory, 
gives the following news from Alaska: The steamer Cali- 
fornia arrived at Sitka on Jan. 23, Powers, Pryor, and 
companions, who were supposed to have been lost, were 
found by the party sent to their relief. The party had 
suffered very much from exposure and scarcity of food. On 
the 15th an attempt was made to assassinate Lieut. Benson, 
commander of the marine force on the Jamesiown, by un- 
known persons. By direction of Capt. Glass, commander of 
the Jamestown, Lieut. Benson has arrested two Russians and 
two white men for distilling hoockenoo, and captured their 
apparatus and tools for distilling. The men were placed on 
board the California, en route for Portland, for trial. On 
the morning of the 25th Capt. Glass planned and perfected 
a successful raid upon an Indian village, where this liquor 
was being manufactured. A force of marines was sent to 
the back of the village to prevent any escape, and landings 
were made upon the beach. Over 200 stills and 1,500 gallons 
of mash and liquor were destroyed. Everything in the 
shape of liquor was destroyed. The merchants of Sitka have 
adopted a resolution not to import any molasses or Sandwich 
Island sugar, from which hoockenoo is made. In the recent 
storm near Takon two canoes containing 30 Indians were 
swamped, and all hands were lost. The California left 
Sitka on the 25th. She met two carioes of Indians on the 
19th. They reported the burning of the Bellacoola, includ- 
ing the Hudson Bay Company’s stations.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


A Navat Court of Inquiry has been ordered to convene at 
the Mare Island Navy-yard on Feb. 21 to investigate certain 
complaints made by Capt. George Brown, of the Alaska, 
against Lieut.-Comdr. C. H. Pendleton, executive officer of 
that vessel, relating to inefficiency in the performance of 
duty. The court is composed of Captains P. C. Johnson and 
W. P. McCann, and Comdr. J. W. Philip; Recorder, Lieut. 
F. J, Drake. 

Tue Secretary of the Navy addressed a communication to 
the President of the Senate and Speaker of the House, on 
Feb. 7, asking an appropriation of $7,500 to defray necessary 
expenses attending the unveiling of the Farragut statue on 
April 25. This is the sum recommended by the Board 
appointed to make the necessary arrangements. 

A soarp of medical officers has been ordered to convene 
at Philadelphia (Naval Asylum), on March 1, for the exami- 
nation of candidates for admission into the Medical Corps of 
the Navy as assistant surgeons. There are now eleven 
vacancies. No one can be appointed who is under 21 or over 
26 years of age. Applications to appear before the board 
have to be addressed to the Secretary of the Navy at Wash- 
ington. 

A Boarp of professors of mathematics is to meet soon at 
the Naval Observatory, Washington, to examine candidates 
for the appointment of professor of mathematics, to fill an 
existing vacancy. A recent act of Congress provides that no 
person shall be appointed who has not passed a physical and 
professional examination. The passing of a favorable ex- 
amination gives no assurance of an appoiutment, but simply 
makes the candidate eligible under the law. It is not sup- 
posed to be competitive. 


Rear-Apmrrat T. H. STEvENs, in a communication to the 
Secretary of the Navy, calls attention to the gallant conduct 
of several Mexican citizens in rescuing the crew of the 
American schooner Teutonia Dec. 14, 1880, which vessel was 
driven on the rocks at the entrance to the harbor of Mazatlan 
by stress of weather. The captain of the port despatched to 
the schooner two boats, which were swamped, and the crews 
escaped by ee good swimmers. Louis Escovar, captain of 
the port of Yslas Marias, then volunteered to take a boat 
out, which was manned by volunteers—Procopio Macias, 
Pomposo Verdugo, Bernardo Hernandez, and Ricardo Flores. 
Manuel E. Yzuguire, captain of the port of Mazatlan, went 
in the boat to direct matters. The schooner was reached 
but the boat could not be laid alongside on account of heavy 
sea and floating wreckage. Ricardo Flores swam to the 
vessel with a line, by which the officers, crew, and captain's 
wife succeeded in reaching the boat and were conveyed 
safely to the shore. Rear-Admiral Stevens considers that 
Manuel E. Yzuguire, captain of the port of Mazatlan ; Louis 
Escovar, captain of the port of Yslas Marias (positions 
as to our harbor master), and Ricardo Flores, 
boatman, as deserving of the most praise for personal efforts. 
The other three men are also deserving of great praise. He 
suggests that our Government recognize these services in an 
appropriate manner. 

A MARINE named Boyle deserted his post at the Naval Aca- 
demy Feb. 5, leaving his gun and equipments behind. A 
— has been offered for his return to the Naval Aca- 

emy. 

THE simplest post office in the world is in Magellan Straits, 
and has been established there for some years past. It con- 
sists of a small cask, which is chained to the rock of the ex- 
treme cape in the Straits, opposite Terra del Fuego. Each 
passing ship sends a boat to open the cask and to take letters 
out and place others into it. The post office is self-actirg 
therefore ; it is under the protection of the navies of all

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.GUNS FOR THE ARMY AND NAVY. 


HE Army appropriation for heavy guns which 
passed the House without difficulty, and without 
serious deduction, appears to have struck a snag in the 
Senate in the shape of a complaint which has been pre- 
sented before the sub-committee on Fortifications, to 
the effect that the guns fer which the present appropria- 
tion is asked are the inventions of an Ordnance Officer, 
who, it is charged, after designing an improvement as 
‘*Constructor of Ordnance,” sits in judgment upon it as 
president of the Ordnance Board, and still again passes 
judgment upon its proof and recommends it for adop- 
tion in the Service. 
The particular plans which Mr. Wiard brings forward, 
and this somewhat extravagant manner of presenting 
them, are scarcely calculated to impress the committee 
very favorably, but the complaint we refer to which has 
accompanied his argument, has undoubtedly enlisted the 











the much needed appropriation fail, it must be ascribed 
to the distrust engendered by such a complaint, espec- 


This is not the first time that the complaint in ques- 
tion has been made, albeit it is the first time it has been 
brought distinctly before Congress. There are Ord- 
nance officers who have felt that the department was 
not benefited by one of its officers occupying a triple 
office of the kind. Because one is an officer of the 
Army he does not of course forfeit his rights as a citi- 
zen, nor do his wife and children forfeit the rights of 
property and inheritance. He has therefore not only 
the right to invent but to patent his inventions and to 
enjoy the doubtful benefits thereof, the same as any 
citizen. Bat it is not agreeable to the officers of a par- 
ticular corps to find the whole subjected to distrust be- 
cause some one of the corps is accused, justly or un 
justly, of “‘ acting as judge and jury ou his own inven- 
tions,” especially as there is no telling what hostile leg 
islation may be the result. 

Prompted by the distrust thus occasioned, the Senate 
Committee are considering a suggestion, which has been 
submitted to them, committing the whole question of 
the ‘‘national defence” to » mixed board of Army and 
Navy officers, composed, so far as the Army representa- 
tion is concerned, of officers of engineers, ordnance 
and artillery, excluding the constructors of ordnance in 
the two services. It is argued that there is no good 
reason why the Army should use one gun and the Navy 
another, or the Army one kind of rifling and the Navy 
another, or the Army one ratio of calibres and the Navy 
another ; the Army one kind of shot and the Navy an- 
other. If such a board were appointed, it should limit

have been encountered, and every feot of ground has 
been fought for.

~ It may be well to adopt such a plan hereafter, but we 
hope it will not be suggested in Congress now. The 
time of the present Congress is too short for its proper 
discussion. It would delay, and possibly prevent, the 
passage of an appropriation for which there is pressing 
need, and anything is better than nothing. Nothing 
should be allowed to interfere with the passage of the 
pending appropriation bill. It is a very small sum 
when measured by the importance of the situation, but 
as there are ordnance and artillery officers who question 
the entire wisdom of the proposed application of the 
money, it is thought that the ultimate creation of such 
a board as an impartial tribunal, would resolve all 
doubts satisfactorily. 








THE NEW ARMY REGULATIONS. 


As we stated last week, the New Army Regulations 
are in the hands of the public printer, but will probably 
not be given to the Army before the first of July. As 
they stand now they are a work which no one is de- 
sirous of furthering. Under a resolution of Congress this 
work was commenced by General Townsend, aided by 
two clerks. In their hands the work progressed, and 
had nearly reached completion when the same blow de- 
prived the Army of its adjutant-general and the regula- 
tions of their supervisor. The new adjt.-general willing- 
ly acceded to the proposal that Gen. Tewnsend should 
finish the work. It was pushed to a speedy conclusion, 
and was to be handed in with the customary flourish of 
trumpets when it was found to be full of errors, and as 
a crowning mistake it was discovered that a set of regu- 
lations, which had never received authority of law, had 
been incorporated in the body of the work. Then a 
board was appointed and worked hard and long in cor- 
recting what they knew had been begun, carried on, and 
completed on wrong principles. After this was done 
that part of the regulations affecting the several 
bureaus of the War Department was submitted for com- 
ment and suggestion, thus ending where they should 
have began. 

There was no dearth of comment, and the hittory of 
the regulations from this time until they reached the 
printer may be summed up in one word—amendment. 

When they left, everybody in the Adjutant-General’s 
office felt relieved. The work was never properly 
done, and nobody cares to stand sponsor for it, the 

more especially since having had nothing to do with it, 

they share none of its responsibilities. The present 

Adjutant-General has done the best possible with an 

unsatisfactory piece of work. It would te best to stop 

right here and do the thing over again, commencing de 

novo, but it is now too late. We venture it as a pre- 

diction that as soon as published these regulations will 

be assailed on all sides, and that amendatory orders will 

follow in their wake like the paper tails toa flying 

kite. 
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OUR DEALINGS WITH THE INDIANS. 
Mrs. Herzen Jaoxson, who writes over the fnom de 





plume of ‘‘ H. H.,” and who previous to her marriage 
with Mr. Jackson, of Colorado, was the widow of the 


ate Major E. B. Hunt, of the United States Engineer 


Corps, has given to the public a book entitled ‘A Cen- 


ury of Dishonor.” This is ‘“‘a sketch of the United 


States Government’s dealings with some of the Indian 


ribes,” and it embraces a period of about one hundred 


years. Mrs. Jackson has warmly espoused the cause of 
the Indians of the American Continent, all of whom 
she contends have been systematically plundered of their 
lands and treated in such a manner as to call for the cry 
of ‘‘shame” from the whole civilized world. 


It is her idea that every President and every adminis- 


tratien, from Washington to the present time, has not 
only failed to grant protection to the Indians within our 
borders, 
ing them. It is unfortunately too true that the various 
administrations have, without exception, failed to se- 
cure for the Indians the fulfilment of the treaties made 
with them. But it should be pointed out, as an ele- 
ment in the problem, that the tide of emigration has set

teadily for two hundred and fifty years from the At-

itself to the cousideration of leading’or known systems, 





as heathens, whose lands should be appropriated for the 
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chosen and peculiar people ; and the emigrant pushing 
his way further and further towards the west has rarely 
recognized that the Indian had any right to the soil, 
even if he were a tiller of the same. The godless miner 
and the godly puritan have thus always been practically 
of the same opinion in this matter. All administra- 
tions, and perhaps chiefly the one represented in Indian 
affairs by Mr. Schurz, have occupied themselves less 
with Indian rights than with fostering the greedy de- 
sires of emigrants and miners to get possession of terri- 
tory granted by treaty, forever, to the Indians. All the 
country embraced in the region around the Black Hills 
was granted to the Sioux by solemn treaty less than 
fifteen years since; yet that is now a great mining re- 
gion, and it contains large and flourishing towns, peo- 
pled by emigrants and miners who laughed at, or with, 
the Government for the pretence of attempt it made to 
keep them out of it. 

Mrs. Jackson has done a good work in putting in 
readable and popular form the historic account 
of our doings with the Indians, though her sympathies 
naturally carry her into the position of an advocate 
ratherthan of a judge. She knows that there havebeen 
people enough to magnify the crimes committed by red 
men, but they have had no literature to record the 
crimes which white men have committed upon them. 
When the wild tribes of the west are closely hemmed 
in by high civilization ; when, Jike the Oneidas, Senecas, 
and other remnants of the Six Nations, they are in daily 
contact with the school house, the church, the factory, 
and the highly cultivated farm, the Indian problem will 
be solved and not till then. 

For many years we were comparatively free from 
trouble with the western tribes. The officers of the 
Army in command of the military posts in the Indian 
country were ex-officio Indian agents, and the money 
appropriated for the payment of annuities, etc., 


and the presents, were fairly distributed. Our 
people could travel from the Mississippi river 
to the Pacific without fear of molestation. 


But one day we created a new department—that 
of the Interior—and the Indian bureau was placed in 
that department. Then came the Indian ring. There 
was ‘‘millions in it.” The Indian bureau became a 
great political machine, wielding an immense patronage 
and expending large amounts of public money, and no 
pohtical party would wish to give it up. The Secretary 
of the Interior recently said: ‘‘I will not consider the 
Indian policy in any other way than that of expediency.” 
The conceit and ignorance which have led late Secreta- 
ries of the Interior to dispute with Army officers about 
things of which the latter were personally informed, and 
of which the former knew nothing, are well-known. 
Neither the Indians nor their friends can expect any 
amelioration in the condition of the former until a radi- 
cal change is made in the management of their affairs, 
by which officers have either the direct control of In- 
dians affairs or are deferred to in their opinions of prac- 
tical management by those in charge of the Indian 
bureau. 








THE ARMY HELMET AGAIN. 


On the 4th of February the following letter was re- 
ceived by Gen. Tidball, of Gen. Sherman’s staff, and 
referred to the Quartermaster-General for reply : 

Fr. Monrok, Va., Feb. 2d, 1881. 


My Dear GENERAL : We are thinking of wearing the new 
helmet on the 4th of March. To this end will you kindly 
send a copy of G. O. No. 4, prescribing them ; also inform 
me if there is likely to be any change between now and July 
ist. Are the brass trimmings to correspond with the field 
officers’ helmet, substituting the spike for the plume? The 
order says for foot officers same as for field officers, substi- 
tuting the spike and omitting the cord, but the pattern on 
file is trimmed differently, having a spike base like this : (We 
omit the drawing insorted here.—Ep.) That on the tield 
Officers is a cluster of leaves. 

As the order and model on file do not agree in this as well 

as = the rosettes, there is some doubt existing as to which is 
right. 
Should the chain move habitually up as recommended 
by the uniform board, and if so, should it not be from left 
to right, .e., hooking up the right hand end to the top of 
the helmet. while the other end remains attached to the 
rosette at the left side? 

For trimmings, let mesuggest that they correspond to those 
on the field officers’ model, substituting the spike for plume 
aud omitting the cord. Then back the chain with morocco 
the color of the facings of the different arms of service. 
This will give a little edge of color and will admit of inter- 
changeability of trimmings with the white helmet. The 
batter now has the same trimmings as the field officers’ model 
above referred to. The time for wearing the white helmet 
should be prescribed, say from June ist to Oct. 1st in north- 
ern climates, and from May Ist, south. 

Can we have the general order sent here as soon as issued?

The model adopted by the General of the Army for foot 
officers has the top piece sketched by Lieut. Chase. 

General Orders No. 4, describing the foot officers’ helmets, 
says: “Same as above” (that is according to pattern on file 
in the office of the Q. M. General, which differs in shade and 
trimming from the helmets for field and mounted officers), 
and then the order goes on and describes the trimmings. 

The Army anp Navy Jougnat of Jan. 22, 1881, gives cor- 
rect illustrations, which Lieut. Chase, no doubt, has seen. 

The chain chinstrap is looped in the model from right to 
left, while in the model of the summer helmet it is looped 
from left to right. 

There are several minor points which I scarcely think yet 
settled. The —- seen by the General of the Army and 
adopted, were made by various makers, and are not the pro- 
perty of the Government. They declined to sell their models.

As the 
matter stands, these are the helmets authorized by G. O, 
No. 4. In view of the suggestion in Gen. Meigs’s letter 
of the possibility of achange being authorized by further 
orders we should not advise officers and dealers to in- 
vest in the new helmets until they are obliged to do so. 
They will be strictly within the law if they do so, how- 
ever, as theyare authorized to mount the helmets at any 
time, and it will require another order to authorize the 
use of any thing different from the models of which we 
have published illustrations. 








AMERICAN GUNS IN FOREIGN NAVIES. 


Tue following decree, which we translate from the 
German, shows that the German government has 
adopted the Hotchkiss gun in its naval service. This is 
a great triumph for Mr. Hotchkiss, not only because of 
the national pride in the modern German military and 
naval establishment, which leads it to arm itself as far 
as possible from its own inventions and resources, but 
also because of the high scientific skill, and the 
patient, exhaustive study which the German officers 
bring to the questiun of determining the superiority in 
weapons :

No. 1. Horcuxiss Revotvine Cannon.—Upon the repre- 
sentation made to me I approve the introduction of the 
Hotchkiss revolving cannon into the artillery of my navy, 
and according to the decision of the State all my ships shail, 
as a rule,be provided with this weapon, so that every point in 
the neighborhood of the ship so provided with this weapon 
can be held under fire at a distance of 200 metres or more by 
at least two cannon being fired at the same time. 

You are to see this order carried out accordingly.

The London Standard, commenting on this event, 
says: ‘‘This decision has been arrived at after a ne- 
newed trial of the revolving cannon, deemed to be ne- 
cessary in consequence of the adverse decision recorded 
by the British Admiralty in connection with the trial 
of machine guns last year at Portsmouth, preference 
being then given to the Nordenfelt. In like manner a 
second set of triais has been conducted by the Russian, 
Italian, and Danish Governments, with the result that 
their previous approval of the Hotchkiss gun has been 
confirmed. This difference in the conclusions arrived 
at by the British Admiralty and foreign governments 
is apparently due to the fact that in the Portsmouth 
triuls the Hotchkiss cannon was treated as a bullet gun, 
and no reckoning was made of the hits effected by the 
fragments of the shells. Hence its apparent inferiority 
to the Nordenfelt, which fires bullets with great rapidity, 
"but which hitherto has not fired explosive projectiles, its 
calibre being too small to allow of its carrying a shell suf- 
ficiently large to escape the international prohibition 
which applies to explosive bullets. A trial of the Norden. 
feltshell-gun has been promised, together with a Hotch- 
kiss revolving cannon of cnlarged size. For this purpose 
two of the Hotchkiss guns, each of larger calibre than 
that which was employed in the trials of last year, have 
just been delivered at Portsmouth. One of these guns 
has a calibre of rather.more than an inch and three 
quarters, and the other of two inches. The latter will 
fire a four-pound shell ‘with a velocity of 1500 feet per 
second. The 14-inch gun tried at Portsmeuth is being 
generally adopted by foreign navies, France, as well as 
Germany, taking a large supply. The use of the re- 





volving cannon for field purposes is likewise becoming 
a prominent question, and there is some. probability 
that a trial of a Hotchkiss field gmn will shortly take 
place in England under the auspices of the War 
Office.” At a recent trial in Italy the Hotchkiss gun 
gained a decided victory. We learn that the Russians 
are giving large orders for the cannon and ammunition, 
and that Mr. Hotchkiss never had so much business on 
hand as now. 


ARMY MUTUAL AID ASSOCIATION. 


Tue report of the secretary and treasurer of the Army 
Mutual Aid Association, Capt. Geo. W. Davis, 14th In- 
fantry, for the year 1880, contains some interesting 
statements concerning this organization, the -present 
membership of which is 623, with daily accessions, 

At the close of the last calendar year the number of 
members was 305, and the gross sum available from 
assessments was $1,075. The mean strength for the 
eleven months from February to December, 1879, in- 
clusive, was191, the mean benefit $673.72. The accessions 
during 1880 were 290, and the average memberehip 465, 
with amean benefit of $1,654.82. Theaverageage of those 
admitted in 1879 was 41.55 years; in 1880 34.81 years 
The average age at the close of 1879 was 42.01; at the 
close of 1880 39.09. The effect of the amendment to the 
constitution restricting admissions to those under 50 is 
shown in this reduction in the average age. The num- 
ber of members 25 years old and under, has increased 
from four in 1879 to 26 in 1881. 

Six applications of officers were rejected during 1880 
because of impaired health. The death of Capt. W. H. 
Winters is the only one thus far. All of the members. 
with one exception, responded to the assessment in his 
behalf, and his widow was paid the net sumof $1,478.20 
left, after deducting the 5 per cent. allowed for. ex- 
penses. Capt. Winters’s contribution to the fund had 
been $12, which was the cost of his insurance. His age 
was 36.72 years. 

The receipts for the year 1880 from initiation fees, 
advance assessments and interest on $5,500 invested 
in four and five per cent. Government bonds, were 
$5,422.23. The expenditures were $303.03, for pest- 
age, stationery, printing and cleric services. Deduct- 
ing this and the amount paid Mrs. Winters, leaves a 
net gain of $3,644 in assets. 

Experience has satisfied the secretary that his recom- 
mendation in a previous report that agents be employed 
to collect assessments was not a wise one. He is still of 
the opinion, however, that agents should be employed 
at each of the Department Headquarters to canvass for 
members and decide upon their eligibility. The medical 
examination should be made more thorough. 

An interesting series of tables accompanies the report, 
showing the longevity of Army officers who died from 
1828 to 1878 inclusive, the mortality in each year, and 
the average age at which officers now in service 
entered the Army, and the present age of officers on the 
active list. From these tables the following deduc- 
tions are made: The mortality among Army officers is 
very much greater, and their expectancy of life less 
than that of civilians. This excess is due principally to 
war risks, of which no accurate estimate can be made. 
This compelsthe creation of a surplus fund, to be drawn 
upon when the average mortality isexceeded. ‘‘ All is 
smooth sailing now,” says the secretary, ‘‘but I feel 
certain that should we unfortunately be again engaged 
in war we shall encounter the breakers and on a lee 
shore.” Other societies may do without a reserve 
fund, as they have to deal with a stated rate of mor- 
tality, not higher than 14 or 15 per thousand, while the 
Army association encounters a death rate ‘that has 
jumped from three to fifty-two per thousand.” 

Capt. Davis recommends the formation of a second 
group of members of the association, in which the 
benefit shall be limited to a specific sum, say $2,500 ; 
that in this group advance assessments be required to 
form a reserve fund of $200 per member, and that 
each member of the group be required, as he advances 
in years, to pay the assessment appropriate to his age, 
according to his graded rate. : 

The table of mortality accompanying the report 

shows that during 51 yearg, from 1828 to 1878 inclusive, 
1670 Army officers died, at 23.80 per 1000. Of these 
337, or 480 per 1000, were killed in battle or died of 
wounds.

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ALLEGED ERRORS IN THE NAVY. 


The bill S. No. 1210, for the relief of certain offi- 
cers of the Navy, came up for discussion in the Sen- 
ate on Saturday, Feb. 5, but the Senate adjourned be- 
fore a vote could be taken on it, and it has not been 
reached since. Mr. Rollins opposed the bill, saying: 

“This is one of several attempts to correct alleged 
errors of the Navy Department. In the past there have 
been several attempts, ostensibly to correct errors that 
were made in regard to officers, but really to ‘jump’ 
men who at times have been thought to be nye f 
treated, and this, in my judgment, is one of the bald- 
est and worst attempts that have been made.” 
~ Mr. Rollins explained the action of the Secretary of 
Navy in advancing certain officers under the act of 1866, 
saying : 

“Under that act three masters were promoted in 
1866 by Secretary Welles, namely, George W. Coffin, 
R. D. Evans, and D. R. Cassell, over the rest of their 
class. Mr. Sands, one of the parties interested in this 
bill, stood at that time No. 19 upon the list, Mr. Sigs- 
dee 41, Mr. Cassell 28, Mr. Coffin 48, and Mr. Evans 
32. Mr. Cassell is now dead, leaving but two in the 
service, who were then promoted over Messrs. Sands 
and Sigsbee, so that as the Navy Register now stands 
there is but one officer promoted over Sigsbee and two 
over Sands. Sigsbee, therefore, stands only one num- 
ber lower and Sands but two numbers lower than they 
would have stood had there been no promotions under 
the act of 1866. * * * You pro to 
take Mr. Sands from No. 19. Sands has lost but two 
numbers on the Register by reason of these promotions, 
one oe propose to take him from No. 19 and make 
him No. 3, and that will be a promotion of sixteen 
points. I want the Senate to understand when they 
pass this bill just what is being done and the injustice 
that is being done to men who have never stood below 
these men, who have always stood abuve them. Now, 
let us take the case of Sigsbee, who has lost one num- 
ber. You propose to take him from No. 40, and make 
him stand upon the list No. 5, jumping him thirty-five 
numbers. You propose now to do injustice to all 
these men, and advance him thirty five numbers on the 
list, and that, you say in your bill, is ‘the same origi- 
nal relative rank.’ I should like to ask the gentlemen 
who have reported this bill to explain what ‘original 
relative rank’ means in their bill. When did they 
(Sands and Sigsbee) stand in such relation to these 
opel Never. It is an act of grossinjustice. * * 

his act of 1879 provided what? Simply that those 
officers who did not go before the previous board might 
fo before the board of 1879. Both Sigsbee and Sands 

ad gone before the board of 1870, and that board acted 
upon their cases, and made its recommendations to Con- 
gresss, and the Congress of the United States refused to 
approve of the acticn of the board. Then what? These 
men, without any authority of law whatever, appeared 
before the board of 1879, and that board having re- 
ported to Con their report is construed by the 
Committee on Naval Affairs as authorizing the o— 
of these men, who have lost one of them one point, an 
the other only two points, and advancing one of them 
thirty-five numbers, and the other from No. 19 to No.

If the re- 
commendations of the board of 1870 had been carried 
out they would have stood 6, 10, and 26 on the list of 
lieutenant commanders, and if that of 1879 should be 
adopted they would stand on the list of commanders, 
Glass 1, Sands 3, and Sigsbee putting Sands up 16 
numbers above his original position as ensign, and 
Sigsbee 34 numbers. 


BREVET ASSIGNMENTS. 


Tue assignment of Gen. Getty to duty according to 
his brevet of Major-General, and that of Gen. Hancock, 
which followed as a necessity, has raisedthe question of 
the duration of these assignments. It is held by the 
War Department, in effect, that once made they con- 
tinue, unless limited in the order making the assignment, 
or until expressly revoked. All the division and depart, 
ment commanders (excluding the Lieutenant-General) 
are held, therefore, to be on duty according to their 
brevet rank, except Gen. McDowell and Gen. Miles. 
Theother officers were assigned to duty according to their 
brevet rank shortly after the war, but in the cases of 
Gen. Hancock and Gen. McDowell these assignments 
were limited to the commands to which they were then 
ordered; hence their assignments ended with their trans- 
fer to other commands. The assignment of Gen. Han- 
cock to duty according to his brevet rank of Major- 
General, has recent.y been renewed, and Gen. McDow- 
ell is left alone as a Major-General without brevet as- 
signment. As the matter stands Gen. McDowell is 
ranked by all the brigadier-generals, except Miles, as 
they received the brevet rank of major-general, according 
to which they are assigned, March 13th, 1865, while Gen. 





from November 25th, 1872. General McDowell is also 
ranked by three Colonels, Willcox, Wheaton and 
Getty, brevet major-generals assigned. Gen. Miles is 
ranked in the same way by five colonels, viz., Willcox, 
Mackenzie, Hunt, Getty and Wheaton. 

Probably the question as to brevet assignments wil) 
be submitted to the Attorney-General for an opinion, 
As bearing upon the question, we give the following 
from Winthrop’s Digest of the opinions of the Judge 
Advocate General : 


Under Sec. 1211 Rev. Stat., an officer may legally be as- 
signed to duty to his brevet rank fora special 
command or duty, and in such case the aasignment will not 
be effective generally, but only for the purposes of such com- 
mand or duty, and during its continuance. Thus held, that 
an officer assigned to duty according to his brevet rank, 
while in command of a certain department, could legally ex- 
ercise the authority and privileges of such rank only when 
holding such command for the purposes of the same. 
XLIL., 21 Digest, p. 139. 

When an officer has been assigned to duty or command, 
according to a certain brevet rank, that rank becomes his 
actual military rank for the period of the assigninent. He 
is empowered to exercise the authority which belongs to such 
rank, under the circumstances, to wear the uniform, and to 
be addressed by the title of such rank, etc. Held, however, 
that a colonel assigned to command, according to a brevet 
rank of general, was not entitled to the aides-do-camp of a 

ral (major or brigadier), but, as indicated in par. 35, 
_— i would be allowed the same only with the 
special sanction of the War Department. In other words, 
by authority of the Secretary fof War. XLII., 21 Digest, 
p. 134. 


Tne Signal Office has made arrangements with the 
different fur companies in Alaska to make observations 
in that Territory for the benefit of science. One of the 
most reliable men of the corps, Private John J. Mc- 
Lean, has volunteered for service in Alaska, and is or- 
dered to Sitka to establish a meteorological station at 
that point. He will establish sub-stations at Yakutah 
Bay, Portage Bay, and Cordova Bay, Alaska. It is 
intended ultimately to establish relations with foreign 
observers on the Asiatic side of Behring’s Straits, in con- 
nection with the Alaska observatories. 

Regarding the suggestion made by Gen. Hazenas to the 
change of the name of Fort Whipple, Va., to Fort 
Myer, it may be well to note his reasons for it, which 
are given in the following letter:

Stir: I have the honor to recommend that the post of Fort 
Whipple, Va., be hereafter known as Fort Myer, Va., for the 
following reasons : 

Ist. As a mark of res to the memory of my illustrious 
predecessor, the late Al J. Myer. -° 

2d. There are now two military posts in the United States 
named Fort Whipple, causing frequent and annoying mis- 
takes in the transmission of mail matter. 

Iam, etc., Wa. B. Hazen, Chief Signal Officer. 
This is not the first time that the names of Army 
posts have been changed fora similar reason. At one 
time we had a Fort Steele in Washington Territory 
and a Fort Fred. Steele in Wyoming, and several 
Camp Thomases were on the list at one time. Speak- 
ing of the Signal Corps some discussion was aroused 
at Headquarters by the appearance of the following 
paragraph in the Washington Post of Wednesday : 

Gen. Hazen, the Chief of the Signal Service, has issued an 
order directing that ‘‘the enlisted men of the Signal Corps. 
on duty at this office and Fort Whipple, will assemble iu full 
uniform for le on March 4.” An open letter has been 
addressed to Gen. Hazen by the employees of the office pro- 
ing against the enforceuent of this order, and earnestly 
solici' its revocation. The reason urged for this action, 
is that while theoretically the clerks of the Signal Corps are, 
as enlisted soldiers, subject to be ordered at any time on 
duty, still, practically, they are not on the same level with 
the common soldier, The employees are gentlemen, and 
**to compel such men upon a public occasion to attire them- 
selves in a garb that is the livery of drunkards, fugitives 
from justice and beings taken from the vicious 
rabbles of our large cities and parade them before the eyes 
of relatives and friends for mere tawdry display is a humili- 
ation which they do not deserve at your hands.” The letter 
Gane on to oe pt g as they are untrained in 

itary movemen wo make a ance. 
The letter concludes as follows: ‘‘ Give wea distinctive and 
appropriate uniform, one that a gentleman can wear without 
humiliation, or else abandon the idea of exhibiting your 
Falstaffian Army to the thousands who will come here next 
March to witness a military and not a circus, and who 
would gaze u us with ridicule and contempt only. We 
beseech a righ decision in the matter, firmly believing 
that upon your decision depends much of weal or woe to the 





There would have been lively times for the ‘‘gen- 
tlemen” who signed such a protest, if there had been 
any such, and they would have realized the story of the 
parrot and the monkey. A letter of inquiry from the 
Adjutant-General’s Office showed that no such protest 
had been received at the Signal Office, though orders 
had been issued to the enlisted men referred to, to hold 
themselves in :eadiness for any duty required of them 
on the 4th of March. 


Tue examination of the Cadets of the National Mili- 
tury Academy of Colombia took place at Bogota during 
the week preceding Christmas. For the first time the 
cadets appeared in the new uniform, which is described 
as very becoming. 

On the 2ist December there was a show drill at 


his cabinet officers. The battalion was commanded by 
Lieut. Lemly, U. 8. A., and the drill was according to 
Upton’s tactics. The evolutions were executed with great 
precision, and the spectators, who were very numer- 
ous, were wild with excitement atthe exhibition. After 
the drill Lieut. Lemly received the congratulations of the 
President and the other officials, and on the following day 
the drill was repeated, and at the close of it the Director 
of the Academy—Senor Lopez—was so pleased that 
he gave the young commandant a hearty embrace. 

During the exercises at the’ examination the signal 
code was explained, and messages were passed by Lieut. 
Lemly aud Mr. Nichols, who had so far recovered from 
his lameness as to be able to attend to duty. 

The Colombia Military Academy appears to be a suc- 
cess thus far, and it bids fair to be able in a few years 
to supply the Colombian army with officers who will 
make their army as respectable as any on the continent. 








Tue organization of an expedition for the relief of the 
Jeannette is awaiting the passage of the bill making the 
appropriation for expenses. A bill introduced into the 
House by Mr. Whitthorne provides: ‘‘ That the sum of 
$175,000, or so much thereof as may be necessary, be 
and is hereby appropriated, out of any money in the 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, to be applied un- 
der the direction of the Secretary of the Navy to the 
immediate charter or purchase, equipment, and supply 
of a vessel in the prosecution of a search for the steamer 
Jeannette, of the arctic exploring expedition, and such 
other vessels as may be found to need assistance during 
said cruise.” 

In a letter recommending this appropriation the 
Secretary of the Navy says: ‘‘The Navy Department 
recommends the purchase of a whaler, as the number of 
men required to man her will be but about thirty, 
while not less than one hundred and twenty will 
be requisite for the Wachusett, thus quadrupling the 
risk of loss. ‘The Wachusett is also too large and un- 
manageable in ice for the purpose, and will not be so 
efficient. She will probably be a loss to the Navy and 
can be illy spared, while the purchased vessel can be 
eithersold or retained as a useful addition to the Navy.” 
A bill to the same effect passed the Senate Friday, 
February 4, without opposition. Mr. Edmunds, 
who does not believe in the attempts to find the 
Pole, said: ‘‘But we have entered upon the affair, 
and I am willing as at present advised, to run the 
risk of trying to get at it once more, and I hope that 
when we get them if we happily can, we shall be a little 
cautious about encouraging any such fruitless and de- 
structive expeditions.” In the House the point of order 
was raised upon the Senate bill that the Senate could 
not originate an appropriation bill and the bill went 
over. Mr. Whitthorne’s bill was introduced Feb. 7th, 
and referred to the House Committee on Appropriations. 








In his report asking an appropriation of $200,000 for 
establishing Naval stations at the American Isthmus, 
Secretary Goff, to show the necessity for such station, 
quotes from reports on the subject heretofore made by 
Captain (now Admiral) Almy, Capt. Engle, and Lieut. 
(now Commodore) Jeffers, of our Navy, and various 
officers of foreign services. These reports lay stress upon 
the value of the harbors of Chiriqui Lagoon, on the At- 
lantic side of the Isthmus, and Golfito in Golfo Dulce, 
on the Pacific side, where it is proposed to establish the 
coaling stations. We now pay $19 a ton for coal, 
where it might be delivered for $11 with these stations, 
and the saving in expense is estimated at $250,000 per 
annum. 


Tue Senate Military Committee decided on Tuesday 
last to report favorably upon the nominations of Lieut. 
Col. S. B. Holabird, Major Wm. Myers and Capt. 
James Gilliss, of the Quartermaster’s Department of the 
Army, and on the nominations of the line officers, an- 
nounced with these in the Journat of Jan. 29th. The 
other nominations in the Quartermaster’s Department, 
and those in the Pay Department were laid over for 
further consideration. The Attorney-General has since 
rendered a decision denying the validity of the claim 
advanced by the paymasters, who ask to tuke rank from 
the date of their appointment as additional paymasters. 
It is probable, therefore, that the nominations in the 
Pay Department will pass without further trouble. 














Tue Senate Naval Committee was not able to con 
sider the cases of Captains Law and Haxton on Wed- 
nesday, on account of want of a quorum; they were 
laid over until another week.

THE ARMY AND NAVY IN CONGRESS. 

On Wednesday last the two Houses of Congress met 
in the Chamber of the House of Representatives and 
proceeeded to count the electoral votes for President 
and Vice-President. At the close, Vice-President 
Wheeler announced the result to be the election of 
James A. Garfield and Chester A. Arthur. 


BILLS PASSED. 


Both Houses of Congress have now passed the bill to 
relieve Pay Director John S. Cunningham, U. S. Navy, 
of the loss incurred through embezzlement by his clerk, 
Philp. It was shown that the loss was due to the action 
of the Sub Treasurer at San Francisco, (against which 
Capt. Cunningham protested), refusing to pay checks 
unless they were drawn to bearer. 

The Senate passed, Feb. 5th, the bill for the relief of 
Dr. A. Sidney Tebbs (S. 1599), in regard to which Sen- 
ator McDonald said: ‘It isa bill to relieve the party 
named in it, Dr. Tebbs, from the disabilities of the act 
of Congress that prohibits persons who served in the 
late rebellion from being appointed into the Army or 
Navy of the United States. It is to make him capable 
of being appointed. Thatisall. The fact inregard to 
this case is that he wasin the military service of the 
rebellion as a private. He entered at the age of fifteen. 
How long he served I do not know, but he was only a 
boy when he went in and he could not have been a man 
when he came out. That is all there is of it.” 

The Senate has also passed the bills giving to the 
widow of the late Commodore Thomas Ap Catesby 
Jones, a pension of $50a month, and the bill giving 
Martin L. Bunday, late Paymaster U. 8S. A., $719.47 
for forage he was entitled to and did not draw. 

The House has passed the bill giving Passed Assistant 
Engineer Absalom Kirby, U. S Navy, the pay of his 
present grade from Oct. 11, 1866. It has been referred 
in the Seuate to the Committee on Naval Affairs. 

The Senate has sent the bill for the relief of Mark 
Walker, referred to last week, to the Military Comraittee. 
Both Houses have now passed bills in the same terms, 
but as objection was made in each House to passing the 
bill from the other House in place of its own, the bill 
does not yet become a law. It authorizes Walker’s 
restoration and leaves the question of his retirement to 
the discretion of the President. 

A Committee of Conference has been appointed on 
the disagreement between the two Houses in the Navy 
Appropriation bill. 

BILLS INTRODUCED. 


8. 2126, introduced by Mr. Randolph of the Senate 
Military Committee, proposes a general scheme for pro- 
moting the erection of monuments to designate Revolu- 
tionary battle fields. It provides that corporate bodies 
raising not less than $10,000 for this purpose, or more 
than $50,000 shall be entitled to an equal amount from 
the United States Treasury. Itis provided: ‘Sec. 2. 
That no moneys shall be paid out of the Treasury for 
the benefit of any such organization until'the design 
for its monument shall have been approved by the 
President of the United States, or by a commission ap- 
pointed by him for the purpose, and a board of three, 
two to be appointed by him, and one to be designated 
by the governor of the State in which the monument is 
to be erected, shall have reported to him that the 
moneys already raised, together with an equal sum 
from the Treasury of the United States, shall be suffi- 
cient to complete the monument in accordance with the 
design approved by him, or by the commission appoint- 
ed by him.” The money is to be paid whenever the 
Governor of the State and the President of the United 
States shall certify that this condition has been com- 
plied with. The grants of money made by this act are 
to lapse at the expiration of twenty-five years from the 
approval of the act. 

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


The Senate Military Committee has reperted ad- 
versely on the bill to restore Marcus A. Reno to the 
Army, andit has been indefinitely postponed. The com- 
mittee in their report simply say: *‘ Upon examining 
the voluminous papers filed in connection with this bill, 
and from their personal knowledge of the circumstances 
attending the dismissal of Maj. Reno, your committee 
do not feel justified in recommending the passage of 
the bill.” The same committee report against the bill 
to repeal section 3 of chapter 225, Stat. at Large, pro- 
viding ‘‘ that every military post may have one trader, 
to be appointed by the Secretary of War, on the recom- 
mendation of the council of administration, approved by 
the commanding officer, who shall be subject in all 
respects to the rules and regulations for the government 
of the Army.” They base their adverse action upon a 
letter from Gen. Sherman saying: ‘‘ I think it would be 
unwise to pass this bill. The manner of appointing post 
traders as defined by section 3, act approved July 24, 
1876, is proper and right. The officers and soldiers for 
whom a trader is wanted should have a voice in his 
selection.” They also give a very long letter from the 
late Adjt.-Gen. Townsend to the same effect. 

The bill for the relief of Maj. James Belger has been 
reported upon adversely in the Senate, but as the report 
was not unanimous the bill goes upon the calendar for 
consideration, as does also the bill to fix the rank of cer- 
ain retired officers of the Army, which was reported 
jupon adversely at the same time. 

The bills granting pensions to the widows of Commo- 
dore Gardner and Tecumseh Steece have been reported 
adversely in the Senate. 

The bill to restore Judson 8S. Post to the Naval Ser- 
vice as Pay Inspector has been reported adversely and 
indefinitely postponed in the House. 

The bill to restore Commander Greenleaf Cilley to 
the active list of the Navy has been favorably reported

|. The House Military Committee, Feb. 4th, reported 


back with a favorable recommendation, the bill to or- 
ganize a board of Army officers for the trial of incom- 
petent officers with amendments, and it has been placed 
upon the House calendar.

*‘age” to the causes which exempt incapable officers 
from appearing before the examining board, and pro- 
vide that the muster out of those unfavorably reported 
upon shall not ‘‘ take effect” (instead of ‘‘be ordered”) 
without a proper hearing.

The Committee 
says: ‘* The bill is founded upon the assumption that 
there are officers now in the service who add nothing to 
it efficiency or character, but in fact detract from both. 
They are hardly liable to the action of an ordinary 
court-martial, were it expedient to rely upon that 
method of disposing of them. Therefore, with a view 
to elevate the standard of efficiency, by relieving the 
Army of any officers who may be found: discreditable 
to it, and yet do no person injustice or endanger those 
who are meritorious, this bill is p The board, 
carefully guarded in its selection and action, is intended 
to be a standing and permanent tribunal, to be called to- 
gether from the other duties of its members from time 
to time, before whom all persons believed to be unfit 
for duty as above stated may be brought, and, after 
fair trial. with all proper facilities for defence, if found 
unfitted for the discharge of duty by reason of causes 
not incidental to the service and therefore arising from 
their own misconduct, shall be discharged from the ser- 
vice with one year’s pay. It is believed that the gov- 
ernment of our small Army is defective in that it lacks 
the prompt and efficient means of ridding the service 
of “ class of unworthy officers this bill is intended to 
reach.”' 

The House Naval Committee agreed Friday to report 
favorably the Morse bill on appointments and promo- 
tions in the Marine Corps.

LETTER FROM LONDON. 
Lonpon, Jan. 29, 1881. 


Sir GrorGe Cottey has been repulsed in the daring 
attempt to storm the ereng, pein of the Boers on the 
road through the Drakenberg mountain passes. The 
attempt was made by the 58th regiment, numbering, 
as far as can be at present ascertained, about men. 
The Boers were probably between 2,000 and 3,000 
strong, and fought like lions. The British troops were 
supported by two guns and some rockets, the Gatlings 
having been left in camp for its protection. The 60th 
Rifles, formerly the Royal American Regiment, were in 
support, numbering about 450 men. It was a gallant 
attack, antly met and repulsed. 

The rs are capital shots, and are armed with the 
best breech-loaders; they are all more or less sportsmen 
from the vast amount of game in their great territory— 
nearly as large as France. It must have been deadly 
work to mount a steep hill with a superior number of 
such men ensconced on the top and accustomed to all 
the dodges, cunning, and tact required to make a suc- 
cessful shot with the wary antelope and sprightly 
spring bock. Reinforcements are coming up, and then 
there will be a repetition of the fight, this time with a 
flank movement, as more troops will be available. It 
is a lamentable war, but one which is continually being 
repeated in English history. A colony settles some- 
where, then it is threatened and troops have to go and 
fight till it is established firmly; then the troups disap- 
pear, leaving behind them the graves of their dead and 
a flourishing independent community. In the now 
United States our regiments, with this very 60th Rifles 
now at the Cape, struggled, fought and died to save 
your forefathers from the French, and with complete 
success. I hope your future historians will think a little 
more on this. Our troops are gone from the United 
States. They are gone from Canada, where they fought 
and bled for Canadian independence. They turned out 
the French after as romantic and gallant a struggle as is 
to be found in history, and their splendid success 
secured the United States from the French on their 
northern frontier. Our troops are gone from New 
Zealand after many heavy fights, some of them exceed- 
ingly bloody and unsuccessful; but the colonists now 
breathe freely, have established their independence, 
and in another fifty or one hundred years will be a 
strong people. Our trcops have left Australia; there 
fortunately they had no fighting todo. I now come to 
the Cape. What business have we there at all? that ia 
the question ; and what attraction can there be to such 
a country swarming with armed and warlike natives, 
and having a Dutch republic in their midst with whom 
we are at war? It is in facta regular muddle. The 
only people who up to know their own minds are 
the colonists and the rebel Boers. Their objects are 
quite different, and they are acting on different lines, 
just as the English troops and colonial troops are. 

The authorities withdrew the English troops too soon, 
and their extreme weakness was no doubt the tempta- 
tion to revolt on the part of the rebel Boers. I use the 
term rebel merely to distinguish the fighting portion 
from those who would gladly keep still if permitted to 


do so. What will be the upshot of all this unfortunate | gergt, Louis 


and inglorious business? I say again look at English 
history. The colonists will benefit in the end, and the 
Cape will in time be a rich and prosperous English 
country, independent of England. I have the more 
reason to believe this as the colonists are going through 
the very best course to secure this, viz., a fighting 
course. They will beat the Basutos and all other native 
tribes; they will conquer them and govern them ac- 
to 


wines The ——— of the Cape 
is now independent o ; ve their own 
and have ol f the old Burgher 
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well educated citizens into the field. The war will make 
them all the more hardy and independent. Our troops 
will probably —— up a peace with the Transvaal peo- 
ple and retire into Natal, and things will go on smoothly 
till the Cape colony, spreading out her dominions, will 
herself clash with the Boers. In that case the latter will 
go to the wall, but itis to be hoped that the English 
troops will then be as scarce in the country as they now 
are in the United States and in Canada.

Marksmen must have made 

per cent. of the maximum possible, at 200 yards, 

standing, at 300 yards, kneeling, and 70 per cent. at 600 

yards, lying, at least ten cartridges at each range. 1st 

class men must have made 65 per cent. at 200, 300, and 

500 yards; and 2d class men over 50 per cent. at these 
last ranges—all others gre 3d class men. 

Battery C, 1st Artillery, Capt. Tully McCrea, has 38 
per cent. of qualified marksmen, with 54 per cent. 3d 
class men. 

Battery M, Captain Darling, shows over 35 per cent. 
marksmen with 65 per cent., 3d class. 

Battery H shows 17.5 marksmen, 17.5 1st class, with 
27.5 in the 2d class, and only 37} per cent. in the 3d 
class, which should be a proud record for any company. 

Battery B, 2d Artillery, shows 31 per cent. marksmen, 
10 per cent. 1st class and 54 in 3d class. 

tery H, same regiment, has 32 per cent. marks- 
men, and 58 per cent. 3d class men, while 100 per cent. 
average 60.9 per cent. at 200 yards, standing. : 
Battery B, 3d Artillery—Tiernon—shows 100 per ct.

Co. D—Sellers—97 per cent. of the command 
average 70 per cent. at the same distance. Co. F— 
Hall’s—shows for the entire company 36 men, 77 per 
cent. ; while in Co. G, at same post, 88 per cent. make 
at 200 yards an average of 78 per cent. 
Army ations now provide that marksmen will 
be permitted to wear a white button with a black circle 
in the centre, on each side of the collar of the coat, and 
will be provided with a marksman’s rifle. 
Seventy-nine officers and enlisted men are shown to 
have fully qualified as marksmen at all the ranges, ex- 
clusive of some members of the Atlantic team of last 
year, who did not fire over the 300 yards’ range, kneel- 
ing, but who largely exceeded the qualifying scores at 
all the other ranges. 
It is understood that Gen. Hancock has, or is about to, 
require for this number of ‘‘marksman’s rifles” to 
of a new and approved model, and provided with ver- 
nier and wind ¢ sights, detachable at pleasure. 
Marksmen are required to fire at ranges up to 1,200 
yards, and very perfect arms and ammunition will be 
required in order to make such practice either beneficial 
or interesting. 
It cannot but be gratifying to those who have so ably 
and constantly supporte and directed the present sys- 
tem of rifle or te instruction in the Army, to now 
be able to show that such numbers of the line have 
proved themselves already qualified to use to almost its 
utmost capacity the best long range rifle known.

THE CONQUEST OF SPAIN BY THE MOORS, 


Proressor Henry Corres, whois well known to mili~ 
tary readers, has written a history of the Conquest of 
Spain by the Arab Moors,* which completes the subject 
Washington Irving treated in his ‘‘ History of Mahomet 
and his Successors.” Irving himself intended to per- 
form this important task, and evidently looked forward 
to it as one of the most picturesque to which he could 
But Professor Coppée shows that he is 
well able to tread the ground which Irving did not live 
toreach. His narrative of the Moorish Conquest of Spain 
describes an event which exerted a lasting influence 
upon the early history of modern Europe. It is the 
riod which Gibbon treated in his annals of Eastern 
urope from the 8th to the 15th century, aud is full of 
opportunities for the descriptive capacity and _philoso- 
phic judgment which are characteristic of Professor 
Coppée. It has been a work to which he has devoted 
himself for many years, and for which he has fitted 
himself by the most patient study of both Spanish and 
Mohammedan authorities. Without attempting to fol- 
low the historical record of Professor Coppée, it is suf- 
ficient for us to say that inhis two volumes he carries the 
reader along with a continuous and unflagging interest 
to the close of his spirited narrative. His style is chaste, 
elegant, picturesque, and vivacious throughout, 
ee especially excels in his descriptions of the 
romantic events and scenes of that remarkable period 
when Oriental civilization successfully planted itself in 
Western Europe. His work will take its place with 
those of Irving, Prescott and Motley among the stand- 
ard historical productions contributed to literature by a 
brilliant company of American authors. It is published 
in two volumes of a beautifully clear typography.

A Firm on the Clyde has signed a contract with the 
Greek Government for a couple of torpedo boats with 
a high rate of speed. 

FurtTHEr experiments have been made, and success- 
fully, with the Ramstedt apparatus for signalling at sea 
by means of illuminated steam. In its improved form, 
this device consists of a dished chamber, in which strom- 
tium or other substance is burned, a variety of colors 
being thus producible, if desired; at the back of the 
chamber is a reflector, by which the light ig reflected or 
thrown on the steam, either steadily or in flashes, at 
will—the steam thus becoming a luminous mass, vary- 
ing in color with the substance used in combustion. In 
practice, the light is thrown upon the steam issuing from 
the funnel of a steamer, and optical signals are made 
according to any known code of signalling, such as by 
combinations of flashes of longer or shorter duration ; 
this is effected by the light apparatus being closed in at 
the front with a hinged cover, which is manipulated by 
the signaller according to the arrangement. 

Tue Emperor of Japan recently dined on board a 
vessel commanded by the Duke of Genoa. As this act 
is unprecedented, it has produced immense sensa- 
tion. 

New batteries have been completed at Otchakoff of 
earth, with granite wells,‘topped with iron turrets. The 
latter contain 25 and 38-ton, and will also shortly re- 
ceive a tew 45-ton guns. When the war in 1877 broke 
out, the fortifications were in a bad condition. A num- 
ber of Moncrieff pits were dug, and rows of torpedoes 
were laid down in the channel to prevent the Turks ap- 
proaching too near. Otchakoff has now been rendered 
one of the most powerful points on the Black 
Sea. Barracks to accommodate 20,000 troops will be 
putfin hand early in the spring. 

A SINGULAR ceremony took place recently at St. Pe- 
tersburg. The annual *‘ blessing of the waters” was 

rformed in a temporary chapel erected in front of the 
Winter Palace. One of the features consisted in sprink- 
ling and blessing the regimental standards. 

Tae newly constructed frigate General Admiral will 
in all probability return to Cronstadt in the spring, the 
condition of the frigate not permitting a prolonged 
cruise to the Pacific. The hull has developed serious 
defects, and the officers can make nothing of the engines. 
The General Admiral is the vessel finished in 1880, 
after being under course of construction. ten years, 
which proved to be 500 tons heavier than designed, 
broke down on leaving Cronstadt, and had to lay up 
six weeks for repairs, and which subsequently lost its 
funnel in crossing the Bay of Biscay. 

TuE result of an international rifle match is given in 
the Australian papers. Riflemen from four colonies 
competed at Williamstown Butts. Victoria headed the 
list with 2,782 points, New South Wales following with 
2,650, South Australia with 2,640, and Tasmania bring- 
ing up the rear with 2,603. 

TWENTY-six men of the Iver Regimert of Dragoons 
with Gen. Skobeleff’s forces selected for the much 
coveted,Cross of St. George offered to forego their deco- 
ration, in order that the gratuity attached to it might be 
devoted to their wounded comrades. ; 

Tue result of Commander Cheyne’s latest endeavor to 
secure support for his scheme of Arctic . exploration 
must be extremely disappoirting to that enthusiastic 

entleman. Commander Cheyne recently wrote to 

ieut. Schwatka,.enclosing the statement sent Ly him 
to the Royal Geographical Society (on which we com- 
mented at the time), adding, ‘‘I wish you to join us, and 
make it a joint expedition between the two countries, 
and let both flags fly together, representing the Old and 
New Worlds.” In, his answer Lieut. Schwatka said, 
‘*Your gratifying communication proposing an inter- 
national Arctic expedition duly received. In reply, I 
desire to state that I shall be highly pleased to join in 
such a project, but owing to the financial apathy in this 
country on all matiers pertaining to Arctic affairs I fear 
that such an idea is hardly feasible.” It is hard to say 
where Commander Cheyne can now look for assistance. 
—Broad Arrow. 

Tue great autumn mancuvres of the German army 
are to be carried out this year by the 9th and 10th Army 
Corps. Each of these corps will parade before the Em- 
peror, and will then manceuvre for three days in his 
presence. The headquarters of the 9th Army Corps are 
at Altona, and its district comprises the province of 
Schleswig-Holstein, Lauenberg, the district of Stade, 
the grand duchies of Mecklenburg-Schwerin and 
Mecklenburg-Strelitz, Lubeck, Hamburg, and Bremen ; 
while the district of the 10th Army Corps, the head- 
quarters of which are in the town of Hanover, comprises 
the province of Hanover and the Duchy of Brunswick, 
with some parts of the Grand Duchy of Oldenburg. 
The exact locality and date of the manceuvres have not 
yet been definitely decided upon; but it has been inti- 
mated that the exercises of the 9th Corps will take place 
in Holstein, and each corps is to call in sufficient men 
from the Reserve to raise the strength of the several 
units to thei r full peace establishment. Their emaining 
corps of the army are to be exercised in regimental, 
brigade, and divisional mancuvres only, but the usual 
period of regimental drills is this year to be curtailed 
by two days, in order that a greater number of days 
may be available for practice in outpost duty, and in the 
manceuvring of mixed detachments. Extensive cavalry 
manceuvres are also to be carried out this year. Four 
regiments of dragoons, three consisting of four and one 
of five squadrons, a regiment of lancers of five squad- 
rons, and a regiment of the bodyguard hussars, consist- 
ing of four squadrons, or, together, twenty-six squadrons 
of cavalry, are to be assembled in the neighborhood of 


Konitz, in the province of West Prussia, and formed! % 
into a division of cavalry, to which a battery of horse 
artillery is to be attached. A second division of cavalry 
is to be formed at the same time of two regiments of 
cuirassiers, two regiments of lancers, and two regiments 
of hussars, each regiment consisting of four squadrons, 
The whole division, consequently, will comprise twenty- 


four squadrons, whilea battery of horse artillery will also 
be attached to it. For six days these two divisions will 
manceuvre against one another, while for ten days more 
they will be exercised in brigade manceuvres, each bri- : 
gade bivouacking once during the period. In July and 
August, also, pontooning exercises on a large scale are 
to be carried out on the Vistula, six companies of 
pioneers being assembled for the practice, which is to 
be continued for three weeks. Of the troops belonging 
to the landwehr and reserve, 86,170 infantry, 2,400 
rifles, 6,100 field artillery, 5,500 garrison artillery, 2,500 
pioneers, 400 railway troops, 4,869 train, and 404 arti- 
ficers, including such proportion of non-commissioned 
officers, hospital attendants, etc., as may be ordered by 
the Minister of War, are to be called in during the 
present year for twelve days’ training; but, if necessary 
in the interest of the training of any of the men, this 
period may be extended to twenty days by generals 
commanding army corps. The time when the men 


commanding, but the period chosen is to fall within the 
months of April, May, or June, except in the case of 
men engaged in maritime pursuits, who are not to be 
called in until after the end of September. 


‘© Non-commissioned Officers,” and advocating the ex- 
tension to that class of every encouragement and privil- 
ege compatible with military discipline, says: ‘‘ Youths 
enter as privates, and they make no complaint that they 
are treated like children and schoolboys during their 
first years of service. But when man’s estate is reached 
the regulations are viewed less indifferently. Men look 
for reasonable liberty, and when they discover that this 
is denied them they make up their minds to sever their 
connection with the Army at the earliest possible 
moment. If promotion to non-commissioned rank en- 
tailed the relaxation of these distasteful bonds, ere 
can be no doubt but that the position would be ata 
premium; but, beyond gaining a little extra authority 
and a little extra pay, the non-commissioned officer is no 
better off, so far as his personal comfort is concerned, 
than the private. He is equally forced to put out his 
candle at half-past nine, and he is equally at the mercy 
of any officious policeman who can ask him for his 
pass if he is spending a day with his friends. On this 
pass his military history is written, and any indiscre- 
tion he may have committed in his early career are duly 
entered. Then there is the grievance that his uniform, 
instead of being a passport into respectable circles, ex- 
cludes him even from places where disreputable 
characters are tolerated and encouraged. soldier, in 
fact, finds that he must sacrifice his self-respect if he re- 
mains in the Army, and promotion he knows will not 
benefit him in this respect. What is urgently needed 
is that the position of a non-commissioned officer should 
he improved in every sense of the term. A few extra 
pence a day will have no effect. It is not the pay that 
is the cause of dissatisfaction. A soldier, be he sergeant 
or private, gets enough to eat and drink ; he is clothed 
and cared for, and he has no reasonable cause of com- 
plaint in regard to these matters. But he feels that he 
is not treated with the consideration that is due to him 
as a member of an honorable calling. In the privates’ 
rank the existing system is accepted; but the superior 
men will not permanently adopt a profession in which 
they must make a lifelong sacrifice of their self- 
respect.” These are good words, and the views ex- 
pressed will comm end themselves to those who have the 
welfare of the service at heart.

THE STATE TROOPS. 


THE PRESENT CONDITION OF THE NEW YORK NA- 
TIONAL GUARD-—HOW IT CAN BE IMPROVED—THE 
ANNUAL REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR-GENERAL. 


InsPECTOR-GENKRAL’S OFFICE, 
State or New York, Ausany, Dec. 15, 1880. 

Major-Gen. Frederick Townsend, Adjutant-General: 

GENERAL : I have the honor to submit herewith the annual 
reportof my Department as provided by the Military Code. 

The various organizations of the National Guard have been 
duly mustered and inspected bly to prescribed laws, 
and in accordance with the following orders. [Here follow 
the orders already printed in the Journau.] The total strength 
of the Guard at the muster of 1879 was officers, non-commis- 
sioned officers, musicians, and privates, present, 15,037 ; 
absent, 5,109; total, 20,146 ; percentage of present, .746. 
The result of the musters of 1880 is as follows :

The various musters and inspections took place as directed 
in foregoing orders, and muster rolls were duly and promptly 
furnished in all cases. As to specific results of said inspec- 
tions and recommendations for action thereon, I beg to invite 
attention to the reports duly forwarded by me on the com- 
pletion of the muster of each division. 

Muster Rolls.—I would recommend that the number of 
muster rolls required be reduced to two, one for file at this 
office and one with the organiza‘ion. That in lieu of the one 
now filed with the Adjutant-General a specific report be made 
by the Inspector-General immediately on the completion of 
the muster aud inspection of each brigade or division giving 
a condensed statement of the result of the muster as to num- 
bers, etc., and a full report of the result of the inspection 
with such recommendations as he may think proper. In the 
old system of reporting annually, the reports and recom- 
mendations are almost useless by the time they are made, so ~ 
much time having elapsed since the action of the Inspector. 

Great credit is due to my immediate predecessors for their 
untiring efforts in securing proper and reliable muster rolls 
in concise and convenient form, and the system is most ex- 
cellent. I find, however, many discrepancies between the 
muster rolls, and the descriptive books, which should form 
the basis of the rolls, and would especially recommend that 
hereafter in ing out rolls, commanders shall not only use 
their last rolls as a basis, but shall also refer to their descri; 
tive books, and where data ia the latter conflict with the roll, 
the new roll shall be made to coincide with the descriptive 
book, a note being made on the roll explaining the change. 
I would also recommend the abolition of the mustering of 
generals and their staffs ; as it is not a military custom, and 
is unnecessary, as the rosters and quarterly returns give all 
requisite information at generai headquarters. 

nspections.—The inspections as conducted at the time of 
nouster in the Ist, 2d, 3d, and 5th Divisions were of necessity 
much curtailed as the various commands with a few excep- 
tions paraded in narrow streets, where there could be no 
evolutions. This defect was partially rectified in the cases of 
the 6th, 7th, and 8th Divisions by orders from general head- 
quarters. I would respectfully recommend that hereafter 
the annual inspections by the inspector-general be made 
while the troops are in camp; or such not bei ng wrsctiatio, 
that the various brigades or regiments be ord to 

with a day’s rations at some spot at or near their station, 

where there shall be ample room for the evolutions of a bri- 

gade. The first part of the day to be partially consumed in 
muster and inspection, the balance in such manoeuvres 
and ceremonies as the inspector-general shall direct ; thus 
enabling him to obtain information as to the capabilities of 
the various organizations. Minute inspections of companies 
should be made by the division and brigade inspectors at 
other seasons, generally during the winter, as i 
G. O. 9, c. 8., from General Headquarters. The reports

I have 
not attem: to give the relative standing of compa- 
nies in regiments, but hope to do so next year. Lack of 
knowledge in any one of the points specified seriously lowers 
the standing of an organization, which may be quite fair 
in others, and the general lack of knowledge of skirmish 
drill and guard duty has impai the standing of all 
commands this past year. parate companies obtain 
higher standing than regiments, as so much more is required 
of the latter, one or two poor companies seriously affecting 
the general result, and I have therefore compared them 
separately. Any figure above 60 is high standing, as every 
company in a regiment, and all its officers, must be perfectly 
instructed in all specified points to obtain 100. The following

REPORT OF THE ASST. INSPECTOR-GENERAL 8. N. Y. 
New York, October 25, 1880. 


Brig.-Gen. Robert 8. Oliver, Inspector-General : 

Sir: In closing my report for 1880 I have the honor to 
submit the following summary of my inspections of the 
troops throughout the State. - 

P a ee ; remarkably free from podr material, 
considering the absence of any medical examination. 

Inielligence.—Averages high. 

Military Appearance.—While the troops generally appear 
well en masse, they are in a majority of cases badly set up, 
and lack ome | ing individually. 

Discipline.—With the exception of three or four commands 
& very imperfect discipline is maintained in the better organ- 
izations, and a gen want of steadiness under arms, ignor- 
ance of the simplest requirements of military courtesy, and 
of the relations which should be maintained between com- 
on officers and enlisted men (even for militia) are 
no! 

Instruction.—With few exceptions the system practiced by 
commanding officers is not in accordance with the true spirit 
of the Tactics. The men are hurried through the school of 
the soldier with but little individual instruction ; arms are 

iven the recruit before he has learned the ap | uses of 
fne limbs with which Nature has provided him ; and the ob- 
ject seems to be to cover his doficiencies with a glittering

There is hardly a company in the State, with perhaps half a 
dozen exceptions, properly instructed in the duties of senti- 
nels ; there are not, in my opinion, twenty non-commissioned 
officers in the entire force competent to er with pre- 
cision, the duties of the corporal of a guar a 
Non-commissioned officers generally lack force and ability, 
and comparatively few of these are well informed as privates. 
There is wide-spread ignorance on the subject of cere- 
monies. But one or two regiments or battalions can correctly 
orm the ceremonies of dress parade, review, or inspec- 
= A very large number of company commanders are un- 
certain as to their position when their companies are formed 
ith open . 
= e mounted organizations (partly from want of com- 
petent instructors an partly from too few mounted drills), 
poor horsemanship and inability to handle the arms are 
noted. In this connection attention is called to recommenda- 
tion made in my report on 5th Division. There is a universal 
tendency on the part of instructors to give commands with- 
out previously explaining the details of execution. Com- 
eaiee officers do not frequently their subordinates 
to take command of the regimen in or company, as 
the case may be, for instruction the duties of superior 
i Officers’ er meseiasiy ied The’ officers’ 
sehools are infrequently and i ly he services 
of officers of the Army as occasional instructors, near their 
stations, might probably be obtained, if desired, by command- 
ing officers and the useof a well instructed regular soldier as a 
‘¢ model’ is almost essential to success in oe up.” 
A general want of uniformity prevails in the keeping of 
ili records, and there is much ignorance of the simplest 
forms of official correspondence. e enlisted men of the 
National Guard are in most cases ignorant of the mechanism

Arms.—These are ge yin fair condition, but the uni- 

ersai dependence upon the armorer causes most command- 
ing officers to refer the nam to this employee when the 
arms are rusty or foul. In but a very few instances do com- 
pany commanders make a preliminary inspection ef the arms 
and equipment» of their companies for parades or drills. 

A great saving in the pay of armorers and a uniformly good 
condition of the arms would be eee ny if the rifles in the 
hands of troops were browned. In nearly every company ten 
or twelve pieces have,been permitted to rust on the outside 
for rifle practicé, and in one case the drms of a whole com- 
pany were allowed to get black for the same purpose, The 
arms of the U. 8. troopsare browned. 

As already recommended, artillery drivers and cannoneers 
should be permanently relieved of their sabres, and in future 
these side arms should furm but little part of the armament 
of @ battery. Sabres are ouly of use to officers and sergeants. 
At t they encumber the ammunition chests, and in the 
N Guard serve to excite and ‘irritate the horses and 
embarrass the drivers. 

Ammunition.—Attention is called to the remarks on this 
subject already made relative to re-loading shells in case of 
certain organizations of the 3d Division. 

Accoutrements.—Especial attention is called to the material 
and manner of fastening the black waist-belt. The material 
is enamelled leather which wears badly, having a tendency to 
crack and peel, and the fastening is a weak slide. It is im- 
possible to adjust the belt firmly to the body, and the belt 
with the cartridge-box and bayonet-scabbard cannot be kept 
- ——. The remedy is in a plain leather belt with a 

uckle. 

The cartri€ge-box worn by many organizations is of the 
old pattern and intended for the cross-belt; all the boxes 
interfere with the manual of arms when brought to the 
front, as is necessary when the knapsack is worn. It is te 
be hoped that the cartridge-box may be ultimately discarded 
in favor of the cartridge-belt, which is infinitely more orna- 
mental and useful. 

But few organizations exhibit polished brasses. In most 
cases the armorer is expected to keep these in order as well 
as the arms. In many commands this is impossible, and the 
brasses naturally suffer. In the 7th regiment, I believe, 
many of the men keep their own accoutrements in order, and 
I recommend that all enlisted men be compelled to follow 
this example. As the Inspector-general is aware, the condi- 
tion of a brass is no mean index to the quality of the soldier. 

The adjustment of the accoutrements was generally poor. 

This was the result of ignorance, or for the reason noted 
under head of ‘‘ waist-belts.” 
- Equipments.—The knapsack is necessarily cumbrous, but 
is, perhaps, best suited for carrying the clothing of the Na- 
tional Guard. It should not in future be covered with 
enamelled cloth. A covering of dark colored canvas, like 
that furnished at Watervliet Arsenal for Pennsylvania, is 
more desirable. Some complaint is made about the straps, 
which are not pierced with sufficient holes for small men, 
and in some cases are imperfectlyfastetied. The haversack 
and canteen are in good condition and fairly adjusted. 

A few organizations are supplied with blankets—some by 
the State, others out of the company fund. It is strongly 
urged that blankets (which, I understand, are now on hand 
in the Ordnance Department) be issued to all organizations 
likely to be retained in service. In nearly all cases the lock- 
ers and store rooms of armories are adapted to the preserva- 
tion of clothing, and the regulations of commanding officers 
to that end are excellent. 

Clothing.—The troops are supplied with overcvats of at 
least two shades of gray. A uniform method of rolling the 
overcoat should be prescribed. In U. 8S. Cavalry Tactics of 
1841 will be found a good description. 

The blouses issued to the troops are of many colors, 
ranging from a decided blue to a rusty black or brown. In- 
stead of the gilt button now issued with them, which speedily 
becomes dingy, a less expensive brass button is recom- 
mended ; it can always be kept bright, and will add materi- 
= to the appearance of the men. 

he trousers and forage caps worn are of excellent quality, 
although of various patterns and material. 

The adjustment of the clothing is generally fair, excepting 
at the neck. In most cases a great deal of shirtcollar is 
visible above the coat. This is not only at variance with the 
best military custom, but is extremely unsightly. The con- 
trast between the neatly fitting collar of a ‘* Regular.” coat, 
without ay thing but a clean skin above it, and the two to

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Separate Companies.—I am impressed with the value of ' 
separate companies to the State: they are generally in very 
romising condition. I do not know of a single regiment or 
ttalion, outside the city of New York, which compares | 
favorably with the average separate company. As a rule | 
the successful management of a company of militia is all that 
can be expected fromone man. Of course, a paper battalion 
organization might be provided for emergencies, but other- 
wise the separate companies should report direct to brigade 
headquarters. 

Non- Commissioned Officers. —Good non-commissioned offi- 
cers can never be obtained under the elective system. The 
company commander should have power to appoint his ser- 
geants and corporals, subject to the approval of his next 
superior in command, 

neampments.—The necessity for properly conducted 
encampments is so evident that I beg leave to offer the 
following plan for consideration. It is based upon the need 
of practical instruction among the officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers before anything else can be done to improve 
the organizations to which they belong. 

Taking, for instance, a force of five thousand men to be re- 

resented at a State encampment for ten days’ duration. 
This would be equivalent to about one hundred companies as 
at present organized. From each of these companies could 
be detailed one officer, eight non-commissioned officers, and 
twelve of the best privates—twenty men. Upon arriving on 
the ground these two thousand enlisted men could be sub- 
divided into twenty companies of one hundred men each, in- 
cluding non-commissioned officers ; the most promising look- 
ing sergeants and corporals to be assigned as non- 
commissioned officers to the provisional companies, and 
the others to go into the ranks. The commanders of the 

rovisional companies to be selected from the captains and 

e other officers to be distributed as subalterns. For pur- 
poses of instruction in ceremonies, the provisional force 
might be organized into battalions of four companies, to be 
commanded by field officers detailed from the National Guard 
without respect to territory. The troops to be exercised as 
recruits, beginning with the position of the soldier and con- 
tinuing to the school of the company, and so much of the 
battalion as practicable ; a knowledge of guard duty, military 
courtesy, and such field duty and customs of service as possi- 
ble to be imparted. In addition to infantry tactics, the cav- 
alry and artillery men on the ground could receive dis- 
mounted instruction in the duties pertaining to their arms of 
service. 

Three suitable officers of the cavalry, artillery, and infan- 
try respectively, of the Army as instructors, and five ser- 
sere as models and drill masters—one to each provisional 

attalion—could doubtless be obtained upon application. 

The camp to be commanded by a competent general officer, 
and to be inspected daily by a resideat greed representing 
the inspector general, who should make frequent reports to 
the commanding officer, and at the close of the encampment 
send a complete report to the Inspector-General direct, fur- 
nishing a copy to the commander of the camp, to be for- 
warded with that officer's remarks to the Adjutant-General. 

Twosuch camps of instruction would reach the entire force 
of the State and be of more benefit than the usual system of 
putting organizations into camp intact, which might be done 
without in the second year. 

Thus the élite of each organization, relieved temporarily 
from the weight of inferior material, would enjoy a course of 
training for superior positions. The absence of any perma- 
nent organization would put all on the same footing to be in- 
strated and the efforts and limited time of the instructors 
would not be wasted on men who are hopelessly ignorant, or 
whose terms of service are about to expire. 

Although not instructed especially to do so, I noted several 
eligible sites for large encampments; for instance, at Ellicott- 
ville, Liberty, and Morsston, on the Erie railway. The coun- 
try being a grazing region abounds in immense meadows near 
wood and water, and convenient to the railroad. 

Rifle Practice.—In the limited time at my disposal, I could 
get only general information regarding this branch of in- 
struction. Commanding officers appear to make every effort 
to enable their men to comply with the prescribed course. 
The attention given to volley-firing seems on the jincrease. 
The ranges are in most cases very convenient in location and 
appointments. I have, in previous reports, called attention 
to the undue proportion of time given to rifle shooting in 
mauy parts of the State. 

Some provision for occupying the time of s command at 
the range, while waiting to shoot, is recommended. Guard 
duty at least could be taught at such times. 

Field Artillery.—In addition to suggestions already made 
in report on 8th Division, to improve the efficiency of the 
artillery arm, it is recommended that authority be obtained 
from the War Department to attach for duty and instruction, 
for at least one month annually, selected battery commanders 
of the militia to light batteriesof the Army. There aremany 
important things not to be learned during a short encamp- 
ment, which could thus be acquired. 

Miscellaneous.—The civil ts ee pee of companies of the 
National Guard should be abolished as incompatible with the 
preservation of good discipline, and provision should be made 
for a more summary punishment of certain offences, and 
more severe penalties for non-attendance at drills. 

Whenever it seemed desirable or necessary I have cor- 
rected errrors on the spot, and have frequently acted as in- 
structor as well as inspector. In making inspections and re- 
ports the present peculiar organization and personnel of the 

ational Guard of the State has been considered, and the 
recommendations made, are only such as are easily carried 
out with the advantages already afforded.
